To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959. 

The  year  has  been  a good  one,  so  far  as  factors  likely  to  affect 
the  health  of  the  people  of  the  District  are  concerned.  The  weather 
was  favourable  with  a mild  spring  and  hot,  dry  summer.  Continued 
progress  was  made  with  the  programme  for  slum  clearance  and  the 
rehousing  of  the  families  displaced  to  good  houses  in  pleasant,  healthy 
surroundings.  Measures  directed  towards  improving  the  water  supply 
and  drainage,  while  not  generally  noticeable  nevertheless  continued  to 
go  forward  and  that  other  basic  public  health  need,  refuse  disposal, 
operated  efficiently  and  well. 

It  is  gratifying,  therefore,  that  the  vital  statistics  continue  to  show 
a favourable  trend  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low. 

The  most  remarkable  feature  about  the  vital  statistics  is  the  new 
low  infant  mortality  rate.  Not  only  is  it  the  lowest  on  record  in  the 
District  and  only  half  the  average  rate  here  over  the  previous  ten  years, 
but  for  the  first  time  in  that  period  it  is  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  also  is  low.  There  is 
little  change  to  note  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate,  both  remain 
somewhat  high  in  comparison  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  and 
those  for  Durham  County. 

There  were  relatively  few  cases  of  notifiable  disease.  The  in- 
creased notifications  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  over  the  previous 
year’s  figures  are  of  little  significance.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  low 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  is  an  indication  of  the  efficacy  of  the  polio- 
myelitis vaccination  scheme,  but  at  the  same  time  it  should  be  stated 
that  more  of  those  eligible  should  take  advantage  of  the  protection  it 
affords  for  themselves  and  their  children.  All  between  the  ages  of  six 
months  and  forty  years  are  now  eligible  and  in  addition,  older  people 
in  certain  occupations  held  to  be  particularly  at  risk.  It  is  perhaps  not 
sufficiently  understood  that  vaccination  against  this  disease  (and  the 
same  holds  good  for  other  diseases)  protects  not  only  the  individuals 
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concerned  but  when  sufficient  of  its  number  are  vaccinated  the  com- 
munity also.  The  occurrence  of  paratyphoid  fever  again  this  year 
should  serve  as  a reminder  of  its  presence  and  furnish  additional 
justification,  if  such  be  required,  for  your  persistent  efforts  to  bring  to 
a successful  conclusion  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme. 

The  figures  for  tuberculosis  notifications  and  deaths  show  little 
change  over  the  years.  It  may  be  that  the  trend  is  downwards.  It  is 
still  a formidable  infectious  disease  and  caused  four  deaths  during  the 
year. 

That  large,  and  increasing,  section  of  the  community,  the  old 
people,  are  well  catered  for,  both  as  regards  their  housing  and  related 
services.  The  Meals  and  Domiciliary  Laundry  Services  are  adjuncts 
to  that  excellent  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  the  Llome  Help 
Service.  The  Chiropody  Service  provided  at  two  important  centres 
in  the  District  continues  to  function  well  and  the  assistance  given  to  it 
by  this  Council  is  well  provided. 

Co-operation  with  other  interests  was  well  maintained  throughout 
the  year  and  in  particular,  I value  the  cordial  relationship  with  medical 
practitioners  in  general  and  hospital  practice  and  with  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  his  staff. 

There  were  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  Mr. 
Mulhall  and  Miss  Wickham  leaving  for  other  posts  and  we  welcome 
Mr.  Bulmer  as  Chief  Clerk  and  Miss  Bennetts  as  Shorthand  Typist/ 
Clerk. 

I am  glad  to  have  this  further  opportunity  of  thanking  you  Mr. 
Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  continued  support  and 
encouragement,  Mr.  Telford,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  (whose 
section  is  incorporated  in  this  Report)  and  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  great  part  in  the  work  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS 

1.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Area — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  seven  wards  ; it  borders 
with  the  City  of  Durham,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Durham  and  of 
Lanchester,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Crook  and  Willington. 

Industries — Mainly  coal-mining  and  agriculture. 

Population — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  20,260  an  increase  of  70  from  1958. 

Inhabited  Houses — According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  is  6,579 


2.  Vital  Statistics. 

Registrar  GeneraVs  Area  Comparability  Factors— These  figures  are 
a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  births  and  deaths  so  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  district  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age  and  sex  is 
concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared  with  the  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted  rates  for  other 
areas. 

Births — During  the  year  there  were  registered  207  male  births  and 
226  female.  Of  this  total  of  433,  10  were  illegitimate.  There  were  32 
more  births  than  in  1958.  The  birth  rate  (adjusted)  of  21.2  is  higher 
than  the  rate  for  last  year  (19.7). 

Table  II  shows  the  Live  and  Still  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham. 
Table  III  shows  rates  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Deaths — 227  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  133  males 
and  94  females. 

This  was  a decrease  of  twenty-one  from  1958.  The  Death  Rate 
(adjusted)  of  13.3  is  changed  by  1.3  from  the  similarly  adjusted  rate 
of  14.6  in  the  previous  year.  Tables  II  and  III  show  comparisons  with 
atcs  for  County  Durham  and  England  and  Wales. 
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Table  IV  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  about  37%  and  Cancer  for  about 
19%  of  the  deaths  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1958  were 
42%  and  12%. 


Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  nine  deaths, 
seven  males  and  two  females.  The  corresponding  figures  over  the  past

Throughout  the  country,  over  the  past  decade,  there  has  been 
recorded  an  increase  in  such  deaths  affecting  males  especially.  While 
there  may  be  several  factors  influencing  this  increase  there  has  been 
demonstrated  a close  relationship  with  tobacco  smoking,  especially 
cigarette  smoking. 

Infant  Mortality — (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
Eight  children  died  before  reaching  1 year  of  age  as  compared  with 
ten  last  year,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  18.5.  This  is  the  lowest 
rate  of  which  there  are  records  in  this  district,  the  previous  lowest  being 
that  of  1957  when  it  was  23.8.  The  rate  for  Durham  County  for  1959 
is  27.0  that  for  England  and  Wales  22.2. 


While  too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate 
because  of  the  comparatively  small  numbers  involved,  this  low  rate  is 
a matter  for  satisfaction,  more  especially  as  emphasising  the  general 
trend  over  the  years.

Of  the  8 children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  5 were 

less  than  four  weeks  old,  four  being  under  one  week, 
mortality  rate  is  11.5  (in  England  and  Wales  it  is  16.2).

lower  than  the  rates  for  England  and 

Wales  and  Durham  County. 
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The  peri-natal  mortality  is  held  to  be  a fairly  sensitive  indicator 
of  the  general  social  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area  to  which  it  relates, 
being  affected  by  such  factors  as  housing,  sanitary  conditions  generally, 
nutrition,  and  even  climate.  As  such  it  merits  close  and  continuing 
scrutiny.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  the  total  still  births  and  deaths 
in  the  first  week  of  life  per  thousand  total  births  and  for  the  year  under 
review  is  22.8.

It  will  be  noted  that  in  this  Clinic  there  has  been  an  decrease  in  the 
number  of  new  patients  on  the  books  during  the  year  of  21.  Bookings 
for  appointments  are  made  7 or  8 weeks  ahead. 


Comment . 

Both  clinics  have  continued  to  operate  very  well  throughout  the 
year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  all  those  concerned,  Chiropodist,  voluntary 
workers  and  the  old  people  themselves  who  have  continued  to  attend 
very  regularly — a matter  which  must  at  times  present  considerable 
difficulty  to  them. 

Chiropody  can  make  a great  contribution  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
old  people,  not  least  when  it  enables  them  to  go  about  and  share  in  the 
activities  of  others.  Those  who  benefit  have  great  praise  for  the  scheme. 
It  will  be  noted  that  over  300  people  did,  in  fact,  avail  themselves  of  the 
service  during  the  year. 

Unfortunately  both  schemes  are  by  no  means  secure  financially.  The 
Brandon  scheme  has  benefited  from  a grant  by  the  National  Corporation 
for  the  Care  of  Old  People.  That  at  Esh  Winning  receives  grants  from 
this  Council  and  from  the  Lanchester  Rural  District  Council.  In 
addition  both  have  benefited  from  funds  very  generously  provided  from 
other  sources,  as  well  of  course,  from  the  fact  that  the  accommodation 
is  provided  free  as  were  the  equipment  and  so  much  very  valuable 
voluntary  help. 

I have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  help  of  the  Office 
Bearers  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  in  supplying  the  information 
on  which  this  report  is  based  and  of  Mrs.  Eley  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  who  provided  the  figures  from  the  records  kept  at  the  clinics. 

The  final  item  in  this  report  is  the  sad  task  of  recording  the  loss  to 
the  scheme  by  her  untimely  death  of  Mrs.  S.  E.  Allan  who  served  it 
in  her  position  as  Deputy  Divisional  Director  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Mrs.  Allan  played  a great  part  in  shaping  its  present 
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form.  She  knew  personally  many  of  the  old  people  who  attended  and 
there  must  be  many  who  will  recall  gratefully  her  cheerfulness  and 
ready  sympathy  and  interest. 

8.  Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  was  commenced  during  1957  with  the  aim  of  helping 
elderly  sick  people  in  the  Area.  It  is  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  acting 
in  conjunction. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Duff  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  the 
following  figures  relating  to  its  operation  during  1959  : 

12  households  received  the  service  at  one  time  or  another 
throughout  the  year. 

5 of  them  received  it  regularly  throughout  the  year. 

3 others  were  accepted  during  the  year. 

5 had  it  discontinued  at  some  time  during  the  year. 

(2  cases  when  the  recipient  was  admitted  to  hospital,  in  2 
others  owing  to  death  and  in  the  5th  it  was  relinquished). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 households  being  served. 

The  mileage  covered  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  ambulance 
on  each  day  of  operation  was  about  40. 

Review  of  the  cases  shows  that  all  but  one  of  the  recipients  are 
elderly  and  infirm.  Six  five  on  their  own.  The  circumstances  in  all  the 
households  are  such  that  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  there  is  one  member 
who  would  probably  require  hospital  care  were  it  not  for  the  domici- 
liary services  provided — not  always  the  laundry  service  alone,  in  some, 
the  Home  Help  Service  also,

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Table  VII  shows  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  twenty  cases  notified  compared  with  eighteen  in  the 
previous  year.  The  character  of  the  disease  continued  to  be  mild  and 
only  three  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

34  cases  notified  represents  an  increase  from  the  9 in  1958.  None 
were  admitted  to  hospital  and  no  deaths  were  assigned  to  this  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  one  case  notified  (nine  in  the  previous  year).  The  case 
was  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  fortunately  not  severe.  It  occurred  in  a 
boy  aged  one  and  a half  years,  who  19  days  before  the  onset  of  the 
illness,  had  received  his  first  injection  against  poliomyelitis.  There 
was  no  reason  to  incriminate  the  injection,  it  was  the  first  one  and  the 
arm  injected  was  not  the  part  affected.

91  cases  were  notified,  as  against  13  last  year,  again  emphasising  the 
periodicity  of  the  epidemic  form  of  this  disease.  The  cases  were,  in  the 
main,  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  disease, 
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Diphtheria. 

For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  in  the  District. 
866  children  under  5 years  of  age  had  completed  a full  course  of 
immunisation  against  the  disease  by  the  end  of  the  year.  An  estimate 
of  the  number  of  children  under  5 years  old  in  the  District  is  1,911  of 
whom  approximately  283  would  be  under  8 months  old,  the  age  from 
which  immunisation  is  usually  undertaken.  The  proportion  immunised 
therefore  is  only  about  53%  which  is,  however,  an  improvement  upon 
last  year’s  figure  of  49%. 

These  are  low  figures  and  it  must  be  emphasised  again  that  absence  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  here  does  not  indicate  any  lessening  of  the  need  for 
immunisation  of  children. 

In  1959  in  England  and  Wales  there  were  103  cases  with  no  deaths. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by  post 
when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further  propaganda 
regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched  when  children 
are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months.  All  such  prop- 
aganda gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation. 

Dysentery. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

One  case  notified  as  typhoid  fever  subsequently  after  admission  to 
hospital  and  bacteriological  investigation,  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  paratyphoid  B.  Fever.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not 
discovered  but  the  phage  type  of  the  organism  (phage  type  I)  was  the 
same  as  that  which  has  been  found  in  cases  of  the  disease  occurring  in 
the  District  in  recent  years,  and  which  has  been  isolated  from  the 
Rivers  Browney  and  Deerness. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  food  poisoning  cases  constituted  a family  outbreak,  three  of  the 
four  family  members  being  affected.  The  illness  was  moderately  severe, 
lasting  about  twelve  hours,  and  the  main  symptoms  were  diarrhoea 
and  vomiting.  Cooked  pork  purchased  from  a shop  in  a neighbouring 
district  was  thought  by  the  family  to  be  the  likely  cause,  but  careful 
investigation  failed  to  substantiate  this,  as  the  pork  in  question  was 
purchased  only  an  hour  or  two  before  consumption  and  the  batch 
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in  question  would  be  consumed  by  about  100  persons,  from  none  of 
whom  was  there  any  complaint.  Laboratory  investigation  proved 
negative.  In  fact,  the  cause  of  the  illness  could  not  be  discovered,  as 
so  often  proves  the  case  in  such  small  family  outbreaks  of  food  poison- 
ing. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  12  compared  with  8 in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  12  notified,  11  were  of  the  pulmonary  form  of 
the  disease  compared  with  4 in  1958.  Table  X shows  the  distribution 
of  age  groups.  There  were  4 deaths  from  the  pulmonary  form  compared 
with  3 such  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  Table  XI  shows  the  number  of 
new  cases  and  deaths  over  the  previous  ten  years.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  activities  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1959. 

Work  continues  on  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  but 
progress  is  governed  by  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  for 
rehousing.  During  the  year  another  Clearance  Area  was  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  an  area  of  57  houses  was  confirmed 
without  modification.  Rehousing  of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  con- 
tinues and  74  families  were  rehoused. 

An  appreciable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  in  maintaining  100% 
inspection  at  the  seven  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  district. 
Inspection  of  food  premises  has  continued  and  advice  given  to  occupiers 
on  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

An  important  public  health  improvement  was  the  closure  of  107 
ashclosets  by  private  owners  following  the  supply  of  bins  by  the  Council 
to  houses  equipped  with  waterclosets. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and  encourage- 
ment given  me  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  and 
officials  of  other  departments.  To  Dr.  R.  G.  Drummond,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Mr.  K.  Robertshaw,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
cordial  co-operation  and  assistance.

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J . Water  Supply. 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board,  and  a small  area  is  supplied  by  the 
Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company.  These  supplies 
have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year. 


In  his  Annual  Report  for  1959,  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board,  Mr.  A.  C.  Wildsmith,  refers  to  the  drought  of 
1959  as  being  the  most  severe  on  record.  The  supply  by  the  Board 
(over  its  whole  area)  amounted  to  a daily  consumption  per  head  of 
population  of  19.15  gallons  unmetered  and  9.85  gallons  metered 
(trade). 

Regarding  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Board’s  supply  the 
following  figures  are  also  taken  from  his  report.

3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year,  negotiations  between  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  the  Consultant  Engineers  and  the  Council  have 
continued  for  an  improvement  scheme  to  the  sewage  disposal  of  the 
area. 

On  18th  August,  1959,  the  Ministry  approved  in  principle  the  laying 
of  a trunk  sewer  from  Ushaw  Moor  to  Browney  and  improvements  to 
the  Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £225,800. 

4.  Slum  Clearance. 

Work  on  the  extensive  programme  drawn  up  in  1955  continues  but 
progress  is  governed  by  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  for  re- 
housing. Confirmation  of  the  following  Clearance  Area  was  received 
during  the  year :

Another  area  of  19  houses  at  Broom  Lane  Terrace,  Ushaw  Moor, 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry.

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household,  shop  and  factory  refuse, 
the  collection,  sorting  and  baling  of  salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour.  All  household  refuse  is  cleared  every 
seven  days,  and  in  some  cases,  twice  per  week.

(b)  Vehicles. 

Eight  Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  of  the  following  capacities 
are  in  use : 

2 Vehicles  of  12  cubic  yards 
1 Vehicle  of  10  cubic  yards 
5 Vehicles  of  7 cubic  yards. 

The  three  larger  vehicles  work  with  trailers,  attached  for  salvage 
materials.  Six  of  the  wagons  are  in  constant  use,  and  one  is  used  for 
the  collection  of  shop  and  factory  refuse  and  general  assistance.  The 
remaining  vehicle  is  kept  as  a spare  for  use  during  maintenance  of  other 
vehicles. 

The  two  12  cubic  yard  vehicles  were  completely  overhauled  and 
repainted  and  this  not  only  improved  their  appearance  but  will  add  to 
their  life. 

These  two  wagons  and  the  10  cubic  yard  vehicle  are  manned  by  a 
driver/filler  and  four  labourers  while  the  7 cubic  yards  vehicles  operate 
with  a driver/filler  and  a labourer.  The  small  wagons  are  used  on 
districts  where  privy  closets  are  still  in  use. 

(c)  House  Refuse  Storage. 

From  a survey,  it  was  found  that  216  houses  in  the  area  which  were 
equipped  with  waterclosets  were  still  using  an  ashpit  for  the  storage  of 
household  refuse.  The  Council  agreed  to  supply  a proper  dustbin  to 
each  of  these  houses  if  the  owners  would  co-operate  by  closing  or 
demolishing  the  ashpit.  During  the  year,  84  houses  owned  by  the 
National  Coal  Board  and  23  privately  owned  houses  have  been  supplied 
with  bins.  This  has  not  only  proved  of  great  assistance  in  refuse  col- 
lection from  these  premises  but  is  a public  health  improvement  as  the 
ashbits  were  a potential  danger  to  health. 

(d)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Two  refuse  tips  are  in  operation  in  the  area,  one  at  Brandon  and  the 
other  at  Ushaw  Moor.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  these  two  sites. 
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(e)  Sickness  Benefit  Scheme. 

The  total  number  of  man  hours  lost  due  to  sickness  was  5081  and  the 
cost  involved  was  £741.  4s.  9d. 

(/)  Salvage  Recovery.

The  Public  Cleansing  General  Foreman,  also  acts  as  part-time 
Rodent  Operator  and  for  the  twice  yearly  sewer  treatments  is  assisted 
by  other  workmen  transferred  to  this  work. 

Disinfestations  at  private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge, 
but  business  premises  are  charged  actual  labour  and  material  costs  plus 
an  administration  charge. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
instructions,  maintenance  treatments  to  the  sewers  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  A total  of  384  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison 
takes  were  shown  in  183.
